THIS IS WHAT SOME HAVE CALLED PROTEST PORN. 
The usual arguments and counter-arguments are 
trotted out: Is it educational, inspirational, a useful 
tool to help people overcome their hang-ups and 
warm up for doing the real thing together? Or does it 
glorify a fantasy world, mythologize and even endan- 
ger the individuals it portrays, distract attention and 
energy from the real thing altogether? 

The most vital thing to recognize about pornogra- 
phy, of course, is that it is the opposite of sex. It exists 
to serve its own ends: every representation repre- 
sents representation itself before anything else. The 
camera angles, soundtrack music, narrative struc- 
ture, and editing must answer to their own internal 
logic first — otherwise, the work is simply unwatch- 
able — and even if they do not, they come no closer to 
capturing reality. Watching a documentary is nothing 
like experience in real time, on location, with con- 
crete stakes and personal context. And, of course, if 
what you're truly interested in is changing the world, 
it doesn't really matter what you watch. 

So as with any commodity produced in this soci- 
ety, which necessarily carries within it all the old ide- 
ologies (objectification, commodification, produc- 
tion, passivity), the first and last question is what can 
be done with it to subvert its conventional role. Nev- 
er use anything — or let it use you — for its intended 
purpose. What can you get out of this video beyond 


what the video has been designed, with the best of 
intentions, to get into you? Can you send a copy of 
this to your grandmother, show it to your English 
class as a part of an assigned presentation, track 
down a local cable-access television station that is 
willing to broadcast it, display it at punk shows or 
art openings, splice footage from it into videotapes 
of family vacations? Sneak copies into rental stores 
where your friends work, in the container in place 
of Fight Club or Natural Born Killers or some sappy 
movie that contains vague references to the rainfor- 
ests being destroyed, along with a note to the effect 
that there are real struggles going on much more 
exciting than mere action movies? 

All this will come — we can only hope. Right now, 
as with any porno, it's clear what's about to happen: 
you've paid your money, you have the DVDs in your 
hands, and inevitably you're going to sit down, watch 
it, and fantasize, trying to relate yourself to the fara- 
way action taking place on the screen. Just don't let 
your desires to live out those fantasies end when you 
turn the DVD player off. You can live your own dramas, 
making the adventure movies and political documen- 
taries you once watched with such fascination and 
envy irrelevant to you except as points of reference 
for your own experiences ... and further plans. 

PROTEST PORN. DEMAND THE REAL THING. 
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PICKAXE An eclectic mix of activists take a stand to protect an old growth 
forest from logging at Warner Creek in the Willamette National Forest of Oregon, 
blockading the logging road and repelling the State Police. Over months a 
community builds around the illegal blockade as it develops into the Cascadia 
Free State and similar actions spread across the region. Years after its release, 
Pickaxe has become a classic document of the potential for grassroots direct 
action to achieve victory against the forces of both government and big business. 
Lovingly crafted by the participants themselves, the film expertly presents every 
moment, from confrontation to celebration. [94 min.] 

BREAKING THE SPELL An hour-long look at the 1999 Seattle WTO 
protests and the anarchists who traveled there to set a new precedent for 
militant confrontation, this documentary picks up where Pickaxe left off. Filmed 
in the thick of the action, including footage that aired nationally on 60 Minutes, it 
captures a moment when world history was up for grabs. [63 min.]

THE MIAMI MODEL Against the prescribed template of paramilitary 
oppression, information warfare, and profit above all values, activists converge 
in Miami to demonstrate grassroots resistance, creative action, and international 
solidarity— a clash between competing visions of globalization, soon to be known 
as the Miami Model. Indymedia activists shot hundreds of hours documenting 
the 2003 FTAA protests in Miami and shaped it into a documentary that cuts 
through the mass media blackout to reveal the brutal repression and assault on 
civil liberties that took place, as well as the inspiring alternatives to capitalist 
globalization that were also in full effect in Miami. [91 min.]
